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Report Of The President 


As we meet for the fourth time in St. Joseph, Missouri, the Synod 
of Kansas and Adjacent States should give hearty thanks to God for 
His mercies and love in the past years; and should meditate prayerfully 
on the future program of His Church, in which we each must have 
a part. 

In contemplating the accomplishments | of the phst year, I am 


humbly aware of the many pastors of Synod who have helped me carry 


the load of administration; and I am coomy grateful for the assistance 
so many have given. 

For the second time in its history, the be of the Synod 
have responded so nobly to the call for apportionment that we have 
been able to pay $32,646.15 towards the program of our United Lutheran 
Church. Although we did not. make a full response to Double Disciple- 
ship, I am happy that our treasurer can report a response sufficient to 
place us fifteenth among the Synods of the Church. J 

This was, of course, made possible by the heavier gifts of a few 
congregations. Ten congregations made better than 200% of their 
apportionment, while twenty-two others paid at least 100 % of Synod’s 
request. 

We entered the current year with nine vacancies, land one congre 
gation, Chapman, was vacated in January. Two congregations Lan- 
easter and New Cambria-Mentor, called new pastors during the first 
two months of the year. Eight congregations are still without pastors. 

A careful inspection of the reports by our statistician will reveal 
that the congregations of Synod are, on the whole, in good condition, 
with the work of the Kingdom receiving encouraging support by our 


people. There is considerable repairing, remodeling and rebuilding being 


done, and the spiritual morale seems high. 
The Home Missions Committee will report activitied in its fields, but 
special mention should be made of our new fields in Oakley, Washington 
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and South Kansas City area. We are hampered by lack of workers in 


these fields, but the committee hopes to be able next year to report they 


have been developed to the point of organizing new congregations. 


During 1948 we lost one of our veteran pastors by death: the Rev. 
Benjamin Lantz, for many years pastor of the congregation at Salina, 
and a member of the Synod of Kansas since 1904. The Necrologist will 
arrange for suitable services of remembrance at this convention. 

One pastor, the Rev. Ralph Rangeler, was transferred to the Synod 
of Nebraska when he accepted a call to the church at Beatrice Nebraska.

| The Rev. B. R. Lanth 

The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Kansas and ‘Adjacent States 
lost one of its outstanding leaders and faithful pastors during the past 
year. Dr. Benjamin R. Lantz, long-time member of Synod entered into 
the Church Triumphant in May, 1948, following a long and fruitful 


ministry. 
Born in Hagerstown, Md., on March 8. 1874. he lost both of his 


parents before he was two years old. Until he was fifteen years ot 


age his home was the Tressler Orphans Home. In 1889 he enrolled at 
Stevens Hall, Gettysburg preparatory school. He graduated from Gettys- 
burg College in 1894 and; after one year in the business world, decided to 
study for the ministry. He was graduated from the Theological Sem- 
inary at Gettysburg, Pa., in 1898, and was ordained at the convention 
of the East Pennsylvania Synod at Ocean Grove, N. 2 on September 
8, 1898. 

Dr. Lantz served for six years as altar of the congregation at 
Millerburg, Pa., after which he became the pastor of our church at 
St. Joseph, Mo. After seven years of service, he became pastor of St. 
John’s Church, Salina, where he served for 35 years. In his declining 
years he was pastor of the New Cambria- Mentor parish He was pres 
ident of Synod during 1913. 

Funeral services were conducted, 3 to nis request, in both 
congregations. The funeral sermon was delivered by his old friend. Dr. 
E. E. Stauffer. The service was conducted by the Rey. Geo. L. Search.

Actions of the Committee 

While detailed reports of Committee meetings are on file 1 have 
deen sent to pastors and published in the Kansas Synod e be the 
following digest will reveal the actions taken: 

Meeting of April 21, 1948— The Moray Cemetery, on cme of the 
Executive Committee, was relinquished by the Board of American Mis- 
sions to the Moray Cemetery Association.

A bid from the Lawrence 
Outlook Publishing Co., of Lawrence, Kansas, was accepted for printing 
the Pre-Convention Reports and the Minutes of Synod. The Camp 


Wa-Shun-Ga Committee was appointed. Up to $300 of the annual debt 


service payments in event of default by the Bethlehem United Lutheran 
Church of Clay County, Missouri, was guaranteed. Authorization was 
made for payment of an additional $300 on the new building program of 
St. Luke’s Church, Fort Smith, Arkansas, making a total of $1,800 at

Meeting of January 26, 1949—An architect’ s plan for damp Wa-

mailing with the Kansas Synod Lutheran, were adopted. A request 
was relayed to the Committee by the Camp Committee, that the Lutheran 
Augustana Synod, Kansas Conference, be permitted to purchase a one- 
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prepared for Synod action. Resolutions were adopted ‘concerning ap- 
portionment bases. Action was taken assuring the Park Bank of St. 
Joseph, Mo., that the Synod was agreeable to a loan of $12,000 to First 
Lutheran Church of St. Joseph, Mo., in accordance with a constitutional 
provision of the congregation. Plans for Synod were made, in co-opera- 
tion with the Executive Committee of the on Wonten’ s Missionary 
Society.

Report Of The Trustees of Tabitha Home 


This report for the year 1948 is for the sixty-second year in the his- 
tory of Tabitha Home and the eighth annual report made by your 
Executive Director. 

This year has been marked by peace and tranquility in the Home. 
The employment problem by which we were so harassed during the war 
and following years, has been greatly relieved. The support of the 
Home has been generous; God’s blessings have been abundant; our scope 
of service has been enlarged. We believe the most noteworthy event of 
the year was the awarding on May 20, 1948 of the contracts for the con- 
struction of our new home. The completion and dedieation of our build- 
ing, which will be the culmination of years of prayers, pleadings and 
efforts by representatives of the Home, is the anticipated event of 1949. 

During the year 1948 Tabitha Home served 88 aged guests. Nine- 
teen were received; eleven were dismissed} fifteen passed away. At the 
end of the year our aged numbered sixty-two. Of the total served 
through the year 64 were Lutherans; 22 non-Lutherans. Thirty came to 
Tabitha from Lincoln or Lancaster County; 58 from outside of Lincoln. 

Although we have experienced the Cooperative Lutheran Children’s 
Welfare work to be quite costly financially, we feel that splendid progress 
has been made. A much larger field of service has been secured through 
our aid in branches of service rendered by other agencies and of which 
we now have a definite part, such as: child placement, service to un- 
married mothers, foster homes, and so forth. We Have had direct case 
supervision from the Welfare Council since last September. 
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In the Children’s 31 under our care at bo- 
ginning of 1948. During the year 23 new children were received, 
a total served in the Home of 54; representing 27 different families. 
Twenty children were dismissed; leaving 34 under care at close of 1948. 
Of the children dismissed, 18 went into re-established homes of one or 
both of their parents or into relatives’ homes. One was placed into an 
adoptive U.L.C. home. One was placed in another child care institution. 
Of these 54 children served directly, 40 were Lutheran or baptized Luth- 


eran after entering Tabitha; 14 were non-Lutheran. Of the 23 children 
received, 11 were from Lincoln, 12 from outside Lincoln, including 5 


from outside of Nebraska. 

At the close of the year the Boys’ Department was filled, but there 
was room for 10 in the Girls’ Home. This seems to be the same con- 
dition in the other Lutheran and state institutions in Nebraska this year. 
Of the children dismissed, one had been in the institution over 9% years. 

In connection with and in addition to the above services, should be 
noted the numerous appointments, conferring and calls made to doctors, 
dentists, psychologists, psychiatrists, and schools in determining needs 
and helping to work out the problems of these children. Through these 
efforts we were able to learn one child was cerebral palsyed and we ar- 
ranged with local agencies for a private foster home placement. An- 


other proved to be epileptic, and is still with us, but further plans await 


final reports on tests now being given by Dr. Dysinger, Psychologist. 
Other contacts were made with the Veterans’ Administration which re- 
sulted in directing a disabled Veteran’s compensation to the care of his 
5 children now at Tabitha. Other definite efforts, and — re- 
sulted in the adoption of one of Tabitha’s youngsters. 

Many inquiries for placement, adoption, and for service ‘to children 
either below or above our age of serving were directed to the Nebraska 
Lutheran Welfare office, or to other agencies as the care required. 
Other calls resulted in parents being helped to work out their own 
problems and to keep their children with them.

The Church has maintained a loyal and generous support to the 
Home with both material and financial gifts. The number of quarts of 
canned fruit and vegetables received by the Home this year was the 
largest with one exception. In 1947 our total income for general ex- 
penses was $52,097.85; this year it was een 97, making an increase 
for the year of $3,594.12. 

Last year we added to our Building Fund $35,610. 04; this year there 
was added $60,375.53. ($20,000 of this came from the Koop Estate.) 
These figures show that our support has been very good even though 
our people have been called upon to give heavily to the ‘semen apportion- 


ment appeal and Lutheran World Action.

Report Of W Education Committee 
Plans have been made for a Leadership Training program in our 
synod. Rev. Marcus Otterbein of the Parish and Church School Board 
will present this program in eleven churches within our synod furing the 
period of May 29 to June 9. 


The secretary of the Children of the Church peserth that ¢ as a whole 
this program has made some advancement within our synod during the 
past year. One church is following the complete program; four churches 
use the materials for Vacation Bible School; and other churches report 
using the material in some degree. There were 299 children enlisted 
in this program in 1948. $193.49 was raised for general cows e and 
$20.79 for the Mission Festival Offering. 


The Parish and Church School Board of the U. L. 0. A, calls our 
attention to the fact that the Christian Growth Series is now available 
for beginners, primary, juniors, intermediates, and seniors. Leadership 
materials now available include: ‘Methods Pamphlets” for leaders of 
all age groups; “Christian Growth Unto the Fullness of Christ,” leader- 
ship text for Series One; “You Shall be My Witnesses,” leadership text, 
Series Two; “Girding Youth for Abundant Living,” elective for adults; 
“The Goodly Fellowship,” leadership text, Series Two; and “The Church 
in a Changing World,” leadership text, Series Two. | 


The Sunday School Enlistment program reports a gain of 52,000 
members during the years 1945-47. When the tabulations for 1948 have 
deen completed an estimated 30,000 more are expected to be added. 

Parish Education month is September, and Youth Sunday, the 18th 
of that month. Special emphasis will be placed upon helping church 
workers to become acquainted with the available tools for parish educa- 
tion, to make the best use of these helps, and to strive for improvement. 
A packet pertaining to Parish Education month will be distributed with 
the Pastor’s Desk Book materials on May 15. Our church provides a 
large amount of materials that will help our leaders and improve the 
quality of leadership in our congregation. Let's put it to use. 


During 1948, an estimated 15,000 people attended one of the 94 
U. L. C. A. Church Camps on 48 different camp sites in the U. S. and 
Canada. Eight new camps were opened last year. Six Synods plan to 
enter this field on their own properties in 1949 for the first time. 


The Week Day Church School program in the public schools of the 
U. S. was seriously hampered by the Supreme Court’s decision in the 
McCollum case. Eleven states, however, are continuing this work with- 
out any interpretative ruling from state officials. Four States, of which 
Kansas is one, have definitely forbidden the release of pupils from publie 
schools for the purpose of Religious Education. 

There are more than 225,000 young people, ages 12-23 in our Sunday 
Schools. They present both a challenge and an opportunity we can not 
afford to pass by carelessly. The Parish and Church School Board, 
youth division, specializes in helping young people and their leaders 
choose helpful curriculum and resource methods and materials for im- 
proving the faith and life of youth. Three new tools that should be 
in the hands of all youth leaders are: Methods ap eee on the three 
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age levels; “The Christian Youth — and “Working With Young 


People.” | 
As we recall the great commission of our Lord as . in Matt. 


28: 19, 20, it is apparent that parish education is a fundamental part 


in the life of every congregation and a vital factor in the life of each 
individual. Teaching permeates every phase of the work of the church 
A clear vision of our task, diligent use of our time, and steadfast depend- 
ency upon God will assure greater accomplishments in our work. Cer-

Report Of The Statistician | 

For the second successive year, the membership statistics for the 
Synod showed a decrease from those of the previous year. And again 
the decrease was due largely to revision of membership rolls by a few 
congregations. Aside from these revisions, small increases were shown. 
It is, of course, proper to revise the rolls, but there should be more 
regularity and orderliness in doing it. The communing membership for 
1948 is 6711, a decrease of 67. Bethlehem United of North Kansas City 
with 54 members was added to the list of congregations and several 
others showed moderate increases. However, Lawrence, Trinity, had a 


_ decrease of 163 and Kansas City, Trinity, 50. Wichita, Si. 5 is now 


the largest congregation in the Synod. 


The educational activities of the congregations ede fewer per- 


sons in 1948. There were decreases in the number attending Sunday 
School, week-day schools and catechetical classes. There was a a large 
increase in the Children of the Church enrollment. Group organiza- 
tions about held their own with an increase in mixed groupe and a 
decrease in young . societies.

The congregations expended an average of $33 72 per confirmed 
member for a total of $395,936, both amounts the highest on record. The 
Synod again met its apportionment in full and went half-way in meet- 
ing the “Double Discipleship” goal. Thirty-three congregations met the 
apportionment in full or excess and ten of these made the larger goal. 
Each communing member contributed an average of $7.53. The average 
contribution per confirmed member to all benevolences was $7.96, exactly 
a dollar more than in 1947. The amount expended for unusual expenses, 
total property valuations, and indebtedness all Enn b. as long-delayed 
additions and repairs were made. 

Reports were received from all active congregations although twelve 
were not received until after Jan. 31. The first report was received on 
Jan. 12 from Atchison, St. Mark’s, Rev. H. Vance Baird, pastor and the 
last on Feb. 13 from Wellington, St. John’s vacant. d 


During this past year, the statistician also reported on a survey 
of interdenominational relationships of the pastors and congregations of 
the Synod for the Commission to the Federal Council of Churches. 
Replies of some sort were obtained from all except one parish. The 
effects of interdenominational relationships vary from “of little conse- 
quence” to “productive of a fine sense of Christian cooperation” and 
“the Lutheran Church is able to contribute to the religious life of the 
community far beyond its numerical strength.” As a general rule, co- 
operation increases with the size of the community, although there are 
exceptions at both ends. Generally, the relationships in the smaller towns 


are more ‘apt to be of an informal nature and occur as the opportunities 


arise for cooperation. Most of the replies evaluating the relationships 
as “of little consequence” came from such areas.

Report On Christian Rural 

Lutheran representation on the CROP State committee will be in. 
ereased to three this year, 1949, with three from each of the other “par- 
ent” organizations, Catholic Rural Life, and Church World Service, as 
well as other members at large.

The academic program has been etthehively 4 on oy the faculty. 
Since Professor R. R. Syre had completed his residence work for his

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of the Biblical Department. Professor e is now working ‘on his 
doctor’s dissertation. In addition to the regular program many special 
speakers have given lectures to the student body. 

Another successful Life Service Retreat was held the latter part 
of October, 1948. A fine group of high school young men were challenged 
by the stimulating messages delivered by the Rev. Carveth P. Mitchell, 
Mansfield, Ohio, and the Rev. Paul de Freese, Hooper, Neb. The program 
also included Bible study under Professor Byre, devotional vice and 
recreation. 

Supply work for tachity and 1 556 has been heavy es to the 
many vacant congregations on our territory. There is great need to 

“pray the Lord of the harvest that He may send forth laborers into His 
harvest.” 

On May 4, 1949, five seniors will be graduated, but we . ought to 
have 25 graduating to meet the needs of our supporting synods. 

A tape recorder has been added to the Seminary’s equipment. This 
recorder has been used to good advantage in connection with the course 
in practical homiletics. A record player has also been purchased. 

The Seminary boasted a fine basketball team this year, ranking high 
in the Purple Key League. A tennis court on the Beminaty campus 
will also soon be a reality. 

A Seminary octet has also filled several singing engagements. 

Many individuals and groups have remembered the Seminary with 
special cash gifts. Others have been generous in sending reifte of food 
to the student body. 

On June 1, 1949, Central Lutheran Seminary will darin to operate 
as the legal successor to Western Theological Seminary. The Central 
Lutheran Seminary Board of Trustees held its first meeting on January 
19, 1949. The necessary steps were taken to secure a Charter, a faculty, 


and to set up che budget for the new Seminary. Another meeting of the

The Contributory Pension Plan under which the United Lutheran 
‘Church in America is operating came into existance on January 1, 1945. 
By the middle of April of that same year, five ministers in the Kansas 
Synod had entered the Plan. At the present time there are 21 ministers 
and 24 congregations and organizations in the Kansas WII. affiliated 
with the Pension Plan.

Report Of Stewardship Secretary And Director Of Lutheran 
World Action 

The work of the Stewardship Secretary has been to a pastors 
and laymen about the stewardship program of the Synod, the ‘United 
Lutheran Church, and the National Lutheran Council, and to encourage 
pastors and lay members of the churches to meet their respective appor- 
tionments and Lutheran World Action goals. The tools used have been: 
A series of monthly stewardship letters, together with reports from 
the Treasurer of Synod, to the pastors, congregational treasurers, and 


other selected laymen; articles in the Kansas Synod Lutheran, and per- 


sonal letters and visits. The U. L. C. A. stewardship film, Salt of the 
Earth,” was circulated and shown in nearly every congregation in the 
synod. The Lutheran World Action film “March of Faith,” was circu- 
lated, and arrangements were made for the visits of individuals to some 
of our churches to help promote interest in Lutheran World Action. 
The synod as a whole reached a new high peak in material giving in 
1948, as evidenced by the Treasurer’s report. With an apportionment 
of slightly less than $40,000, and a “Double Discipleship” goal of $21.689, 
the churches of the synod gave $50,961.66. In addition, they gave 
$15,883.17 toward a goal of $18,000 for Lutheran World Action. Out of 
41 congregations, 33 paid their apportionment in full and 10 of these 
also made their “Double Discipleship” goals. Twenty-two churches 
reached their minimum goals on Lutheran World Action. All congreza- 


tions that reached the “Double Discipleship” mark also reachéd their 
Lutheran World Action goals. | 


Our thrilling advance in materia] giving reflects a new spirit of 
team work on the part of all our congregations. For this we must rejoice 
and give credit, not only to the pastors and consecrated laymen, officers 
and chureh councilmen, but also to the excellent helps in the form of 
films, records, printed matter, and personal visits that have come from 
the U.L.C.A. Stewardship office, and the National Lutheran Council.

Report Of — of Constitution 
Motion was adopted at the 1948 Convention of Synod to present 
these amendments to the Constitution for action at this present Conven- 
tion, as follows: 
Article Seven, Section 1. ‘Paragraph 5 


“A pastor resigning a charge shall file with the Statistician a report 
of the membership statistics of the parochial report blank for that por- 
tion of the year ending with his resignation from the charge. A letter 
of dismissal to another Synod shall not be granted to those pastors leav- 
ing this Synod nor shall an installation be performed for those remain- 
ing within the Synod until such report has been filed.” 


Article Six, Section 1, Part B, Paragraph 1 5 


Any regularly ordained minister ot a consitituent Synod of the 
United Lutheran Church applying for membership in this Synod must. 
live within the normal boundaries of this Synod, or must have a call to 
some general work of the church as defined in Article 7, Section 1, 
Paragraph 2 of this Constitution, or must have received a call to serve 
as pastor of a congregation of this Synod. He shall furnish the Presi- 
dent of Synod evidence of his ordination and Christian character, to- 
gether with a letter of honorable dismissal issued by the President of 
the Synod from which it comes. These papers, together with the recom- 
mendation of the President of Synod shall be sent to the Examining 
Committee. Upon the approval of the Examining Committee the appli- 


_ cant shall be enrolled as a member of Synod. If any question arises con- 


cerning an applicant, the Examining lr may esk the applicant to 
appear before the Committee.” 


Article Seven, Section 7 


“A clergyman on the roll of Synod, not engaged in regular minis- 
terial work for a period of two or more years, as defined in paragraphs 
1 and 2 of this Article, shall be requested to deposit his ordination papers 
with the President of the Synod until such time as he shall desire to 
resume the active office of the ministry, thus conforming to the action 
of the United Lutheran Church. The deposit of ordination papers shall 
not be required of clergymen retired from active service because of age 
or prolonged physical illness.” 


Article Seven, 2. 


“1. In the event that there may arise a lack of ordained ministers 
available to serve all the pastorates of the Synod or to perform special 
pastoral services that may seem necessary within the bounds of Synod, 


* 
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the President, in the name of Synod, may issue a temporary license to any 
candidate for the ministry of the Lutheran Church who 0 n the ap- 
proval of the Examining Committee. 

42. Licentiates shal] have the authority to perform any and all 
ministerial acts during the period of time specified in their licenses, pro- 
vided that such acts are performed within the bounds of Synod. They 
shall be enrolled as members of Synod for the duration of their licensure 
and shall have all privileges of clerical membership except that of holding 
elective office in Synod. They shall be granted the privilege of voice, but 
denied the right to vote on aur matter pertaining to their own licensure 
or ordination. 

“3. Licenses shall be issued for a definite period of time, and that 
period of time shall be no longer than the licentiate is actually servine 
in this Synod. Licenses may not be issued for more than one year. but 
they may be renewed as often as the President and the n Cam 
mittee may deem advisable. 

“4. Licentiates shall be subject to the supervision of the President 
of Synod or any other ordained member of Synod to whom the President 
may delegate the responsibility of such supervision. The President may, 


at his own discretion, recall and annul any license at any time. The 


President shall recall the license of any licentiate not — serving 
within the bounds of Synod.”

Report 01 The 3 Missions Advance 


Vour delegate represented our Women's Missionary Society of the 


Synod cf Kansas and Adjacent States at the Foreign Mission Assembly 
held in Columbus, Ohio, October 6-8, in which some 3500 delegates of 
nearly all the Protestant Churches in the United States and Canada 


attended. Your president, Mrs. Fred Kloepper, attended — meetings 


as a delegate also. | 

The purpose of this meeting and those to follow in various cities 
was to hear and talk about the vast over-all needs of overseas missions 
in the post-war world. The secret of permanent peace is “One World In 
Christ.” This was the theme of all these meetings and we were so in- 
spired by the speakers from our mission fields all over the world that 
we came home resolved to do everything possible to further this cause. 

I attended numerous meetings in Kansas City as your representative 
and we planned the meetings that were to be held November 14-16. 
These meetings were held in 32 key cities in the United States and Kan- 
sas City was one of these cities. The Augustana Lutheran Churches 
joined the United Lutheran Churches for the separate denominational 
meetings. The first meeting was held in St. Mark’s Lutheran Church 
on Sunday evening, November 14. The United Lutheran speakers were 
Rev. W. C. Currens, Missionary to Monrovia, Africa, and Dr. T. Benton 
Peery, former Chaplain in Japan, now pastor of St. Paul’s Lutheran 
Church, Wichita, Kansas. The Augustana Lutheran speakers were Rev. 
Charles Wang, pastor and professor in the Lutheran Seminary in China, 


and Rev. Vernon Swenson, promotional secretary of the Board of Foreign — 


Missions. Rev. . J. Naugle, pastor of Children’ 8 Memorial . 
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Church, was the presiding chairman. The next joint meeting was held at 
the First Lutheran Church of the Augustana Synod on Tuesday after - 
noon, November 16, where we had the opportunity to hear all these 
speakers again in a panel discussion. Professor T, S. Paulus, Secretary 
of the Andhra Lutheran Church in India, was present to give us a very 
clear picture of conditions and needs in India. The climax of these 
meetings was Tuesday evening, November 16, at the First Baptist Church 
where all the churches joined for the Interdenominational Mass Meeting 
and all the representatives of the various denominations were present.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 
Women’s Missionary Society 

Synod Of Kansas And Adjacent States 


ARTICLE ONE — Name 


This organization shall be known as The Women’s Missionary 
Society of the Synod of Kansas and Adjacent States of the United 
_ Lutheran Church in America. bye | 


ARTICLE TWO — Objects | 
The object of this organization shall be to interest the churches 


of the Synod in missions; to organize all women of the churches into 


Missionary Societies and to sustain in every way the objects sanctioned 
and supported by the Women’s mann, Society of the United 
Lutheran Church in America. | 


ARTICLE THREE — Membership 


All Congregational Missionary Societies of women within the 
bounds of this Synod shall be members of this Synodical Society. 


ARTICLE FOUR — Meetings; Representations ; Voting; Quorum

3. This Synod receives and holds the Unaltered Con fes- 
sion as a correct exhibition of the faith and doctrines of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church founded upon the Word of God; and acknowledges all 
Churches that sincerely hold and faithfully confess the doctrines of the 
Unaltered Augsburg Confession to be entitled to the name of Evangelical 
Lutheran. 

4. This Synod recognizes the Apology of the — Confessiod

Section 3, The Membership 

1. This Synod shall consist of ministers and congregations in unity 
with the Doctrinal Basis in Section 2, received into W e Oe as a

Section 4, Ob'ccts, Duties, and Powers : | 

In accordance with the Doctrinal Basis set forth in Section 2 of this 
article and in full accord with the Constitution of the United Lutheran 
Church in America, this Body recognizes that all power in the Church

4. To awaken, coordinate, and effectively direct and supervise the 
united energies of the congregation in such operations as the following: 

a. The training of ministers and teachers to be witnesses of the 
Word; and the upbuilding, maintenance and strengthening of institu- 
tions for the promotion of such training. : 

b. The extension of the Kingdom of God by the support of Home, 
Foreign, and Inner Missions under the administration and functions of 
the United Lutheran Church of America. 

e. The creation and development of agencies to carry on all de- 
partments of work in cooperation with the boards, committees, and 
agencies of the United Lutheran Church of America. : 

5. The cultivation of worship in the congregation and family, that 
the same, in character and administration may be in keeping with the 
New Testament and the liberty of the Church, as well as the practice 
of the United Lutheran Church in America, unto the edification of the 
body of Christ. : 

6. To solicit and 3 funds and to devise way and means 
necessary for the purpose of the work defined in this constitution. 

7. To ordain fitted men for the Holy Office of the ministry of the 
Gospel; and to suspend and depose those who dishonor it by fals:

2. He shall have oversight of all ministers and congregations con- 
nected with the Synod and over all agencies created by the Synod for 
the prosecution of the general work of the Church, and as necessity 
arises he is directed to visit the congregations belonging to the Synod 
and confer and advise with pastors and people concerning their ppl 
ual and temporal welfare. 

8. He shall preside at all meetings of the Synod ahd it shall be 
his duty to see that the Constitution, By-laws, and decisions of the 


_ Synod are duly obeyed and its resolutions carried into effect. 


4. He shall ordain all accepted candidates for the ministerial ie 
and install the pastors of all congregations belonging to the Synod, or 


provide for and authorize their ordination and installation as the Synod 
may prescribe in its By-Laws. 


5. When the execution of deeds or other instruments of writing 
is ordered by the Synod, or required by the Constitution, or becomes 
proper and necessary in carrying out the business of the corporation, 
the President and N are authorized and n in the name 
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of the Synod to sign the name and affix the corporate seal of the Synod. 

6. He shall annually submit to the Synod a report of all his official 
acts together with such other information and recommendations as he 
may deem of importance. | 


Section Thh Secretaries 


1. There shall be a Recording Secretary of the Synod as a corpor- 
ation who shall keep all official minutes of the Synod. He and any 
other Secretaries which the Synod may elect shall begin their duties 
with the adjournment of the 5 wean un convention at which he or they 
were elected. 

2. The Secretary or Secretaries shall prepare and keep a correct 
register of the ministers belonging to Synod with the dates of their 
entrance into the ministry and places of residence; also, a similar 
register of the congregations or pastorates connected with the Synod, 
of the names of the pastors serving them and of the lay delegates 
appointed to represent them. Accurate and faithful records of all the 
proceedings of the Synod shall be kept by the Secretary or Secretaries 
and such other duties as the Synod may from time to time direct. 4 

3. The Secretary of the corporation is authorized and empowered 
in the name of the Synod to attest all instruments of writing ordered 
by the Synod, or required by the Constitution, or necessary in carrying 
on the business of the corporation, when signed and sealed by the 
President. 


Section 4, The Treasurer 


1. The term of office of the Treasurer shall be for one year and 
shall begin with the adjournment of the convention where he was elected. 
He shall be eligible to re-election. — | 

2. The Treasurer shall have charge of all moneys and accounts 


of the Symod, its deeds, mortgages, contracts, and evidences of claims | 


and revenues, and of its trust funds except as Synod may specially com- 
mit to other agents, holding same at all times subject to the order of || | 
Synod. 
3. He shall receive and acknowledge all contributions, donations, 
legacies, and bequests made to Synod, collect all interests and income — 
from invested funds, and pay all appropriations and orders of the Synod | 
on the several accounts as approved and directed by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

4. He shall keep a regular account with each conzregation of the : 
Synod, and shall from time to time during the Synodical year inform 
the Council of each congregation of the state of their account, and 
prepare and submit at each regular convention of the Synod a tabular 
statement of such accounts for record and publication. g 

5. By and with the advice and consent of the Executive Committee 
he shall make, change, or renew investments of funds owned or held 
in trust by the Synod; and he is duly empowered, constituted, and 
authorized as the attorney in fact for the Synod to satisfy of record. 
and mortgages, judgments, notes, or recorded evidences of indebtedness, 
upon the payment and receipt in full of the amounts so secured by the 
same, and to sign and transfer and policies of insurance or other 
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securities that may be held as collateral to such mortgages, loans or 

judgments. 

6. He shall deposit regularly all moneys received 1. any account 

of the Synod and make all investments, in the name of and for use of 
the Syn 

7. entering upon his office he shall give ehe dond to 

the Synod for the faithful performance of his duties in such amount as 

the Executive Committee shall determine, which bond shall be in the 

custody of the President, and a. cost of which shall. be paid by the 


8. Tt each annual convention he shall render a full, detailed, auld 
accurate report to the Synod of all receipts and disbursements of his 
several accounts, with a statement of the financial condition of the 
Synod and its apportioned obligations to the United Lutheran ‘Church 
in America, which report shall be regularly audited and certified before 
presentation. 


Section The Statistician 
1. The term of office of the Statistician shall begin with the ad 
journment of the convention where he was elected. 

2. He shall send out, receive and tabulate the Parochial ebert, 
prepare the Apportionment table, and collect and tabupaty such other 
statistics as the Synod may direct. 

3. Parochial report blanks are to be sent to the n of the 
congregations at least four weeks before the time they must be returned 
to the Statistical Secretary. : 


Section 6, The Historian 


3 1. It shall be the duty of the Historian to keep the file of the 
minutes of Synod and all official publications. He shall keep a record 
of the death of clerical members of the Synod and an obituary pertaining 
to each. He shall also make a collection of such clippings and programs 
of incidents in connection with the various congregations as he may be 
able to obtain, and any other material which in his nn may serve 
for future reference. 


ARTICLE FOUR 
THE CONFERENCES 


1. District Conferences shall be constituted, 1 of ministers 
and congregations of the Synod located within a given territory as erg 
time to time may be determined by the Synod. | ; 


2. It shall be the duty of each Conference to care ela interests 
and development of the Church upon its territory; to assist in carrying

and perform such other work as may be delegated to it by Synod to 
which it shall make full report for its acts. 

3. It shall cause an annual examination to be made of all invest 
ments and securities held by the Synod and report thereon. | 

4. It shall hold regular meetings during the interim as Synod may 
determine. Special meetings may be called by the President of Synod or, 
in case of his death or removal, by the Executive Secretary of the 8 
A majority of the members shail constitute a quorum. 
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Section 2, Home 1 Committee 


1 The Home Missions Committee of the Synod shall consist of i 
the President of Synod, three ministers of the Synod and two laymen: 
of the Synod. The pastor of a congregation indebted to or being aided 
by the Synodical Committee of Home Missions or the Board of American. 
Missions shall not be a member of this committee, unless he be the 
President of Synod; neither shall a layman from such a congregation be 
a member of this committee. Clerical members of this committee shali_ 
be elected by the Synod for a period of three years and the terms of 
their service shall be so arranged that one retires each year. i 


Laymen of this committee shall be elected by the Synod for a term 
of two years, and the terms of their service shall be so arranged that 
one retire each year. 4 

2. The Committee shall elect from its membership the officers. 
necessary in the performances of its duties; and shall hold regular meet- 
ings as may be necessary, but at least quarterly; receive reports of all 
Home Mission Congregations and consider all applications for their 
aid, and the needs of all missions and new fields on the often terri- 
tory, and report annually to the Synod.

The budget decided upon by the Secretary and this neee 
shall represent a maximum amount for the year. : 
3 4. It may recommend a minister for the office of Missionary Super- 

intendent to be elected by the Synod, or during the interim of the 
meetings of Synod he may be appointed by the Executive Committee, 
or, if Synod decide, unite with a neighboring Synod or Synods of the 
United Lutheran Church in America in the election of a District Mission- 
ary Superintendent, and shall arrange for an apportionment to cover 
the salary and expenses of such Synodica] District Superintendent. : 


Section 3, Social Missions Committee 


1. There shall be a committee of Social Missions to consist of three 
ministers and two laymen appointed by the President. 
2. It shall be charged with the duty of carrying out the three-fold 
program of Social Missions: Evangelism, Inner Missions and Social 
Action. 
3. It shall cultivate the ideals of Social Missions in the hearts 
of the congregations of the Synod and keep the Synod fully informed 
on the progress of the cause in regular annual reports. 


Section 4, Ministerial Education Committee 


1. This Committee shall consist of two ministers and one layman 
to be appointed by the President. 

2. It shall be the duty of this committee to devise ways and means. 
of encouraging young men of sterling character and outstanding abili- 
ties to prepare for the ministry of the Gospel; to supervise * nurture 
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all « students for the m nn . from within the bounds of Synod: mol: 
to distribute such funds as the Synod may appropriate or as may be 


appropriated by the Board of Education of the United Lutheran Church 
in America for the assistance of students for the ministry; and to su- 

pervise their work under such rules as the Synod may approve, and to 
present to the Synod all such information and recommendation regard. 
ing the work of mann Education as may require consideration 
or action. 

3. It shall ites be the duty of this committee to encourage at 
aid men and women to prepare for missionary and life-service work wit 
such appropriations as the Synod may authorize. | 

Section 5, Examining Committee 


1. This committee shall consist of not less than six ordained 
ministers of Synod who shall be appointed by the President of Synod 
for a term of three years in such manner that the term of at least two 
members shall expire each year. | 

2. It shall be the duty of this committee to examine into the 
qualifications of all applicants for ordination and admission into Synod 
as provided in Article Six, Section 1. | 

3. This committee shall report to the Synod recommending such 
applicants as shall satisfy the provisions of Article Six, Section I, but 
a two-thirds vote of the members of the committee ines shall be 
necessary for recommendation. 


SIX 
THE RECEPTION OF MEMBERS 
Section 1, Ministers 

1. All applications for ordination shall be made to the President 
and referred by him to the Examining Committee which shall report 
on the same to the Synod and upon the recommendation of a two-thirds 
vote of the Synod may become members of this Synod. 

2. All applications for membership in the Synod shal! be made to 
the President of the Synod and shall be referred by him to the Examin- 
ing Committee who shall examine each application to see that it is in 
harmony with the practices and provisions of this Synod and the United 
Lutheran Church in America, and shall report on the same to the Synod. 
Upon a majority vote of this Synod persons making such applications 
may become members of this Synod. 

8. Every minister received into the Synod and every candidate who 
is ordained shall subscribe to this Constitution prior to admission | ihe 
membership. | 

A. Application for Ordination 


1. The examination of candidates for ordination shall be open 0 
all members of Synod. It shall test the general fitness of each applicant 


for the office of the Ministry, his reasons for seeking the office, his 


theological attainments, his acceptance of the standards prescribed in 
Article One, Section II, and his loyal appreciation of the organization 
and work of the Synod and of the United Lutheran Church in America. 

2. Applicants for ordination shall present to the Examining Com 
mittee a satisfactory written trotimonial of Christian life and character 
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from his home pastor, and the seminary faculty and also of the course 


pursued in theological study. 


3. Every candidate to be ordained by the Synod shall be at least 5 


twenty-one years of age, and shall exhibit satisfactory evidence to the 
Examining Committee that he has received a regular call from a con- 
gregation, a Synod or a Church Board, to a specific field of ministerial 
labor, and that he has accepted such call upon the condition of hig 
approval by the Synod. 

4. A candidate who has not received and accepted N call hel 
present himself for examination, and if approved by the Examining 
Committee, he may be favorably recommended to the Synod for ordina- 


tion, which shall take place when he shall have submitted satisfactory 


evidence to the President that he has received and accepted a regular 
call, and shall have given assurance of his acceptance of the ien 
of his Constitution, especially Article One, Section 2. | 


B. Of Ordained Ministers 


1. Any regularly ordained minister of a constituent Synod of thé 
United Lutheran Church applying for membership in this Synod must 
live within the normal boundaries of this Synod, or must have a call 
to some general work of the church as defined in Article 4, Section 1, 
Paragraph 2 of this Constitiuon, or must have received a call to serve 
as pastor of a congrezation of this Synod He shall furnish the Pres- 
ident of Synod evidence of his ordination and Christian character, to- 
gether with a letter of honorable dismissal issued by the President of 
the Synod from which he comes. These papers, together with the 
recommendation of the President of Synod shall be sent to the Examin- 
ing Committee. Upon the approval of the Examining Committee the 
applicant shall be enrolled as a member of Synod. If any question arises 
concerning an applicant, the Examining Committee may pek the an 
plicant to appear before the Committee. 

2. Any regularly ordained minister of the Evangelical Lutherah 
Church belonging to a Synod not constituent of the United Lutheran 
Church in America, who may apply for admission into the Synod shall 
furnish satisfactory evidence of his ordination and of his Christian 
character together with a letter of honorable dismissal, or testimonigi 
good standing issued by the body from which he comes; he shall » 

be subject to a colloquium with the Examining Committee as to his. 
acceptance of the standard prescribed in Article One, Section 2, and 
of his loyal appreciation of the organization and work of the Synod and 
of the United Lutheran Church in America; and, on a favorable report 
of the Examining Committee to the Synod, he shall upon a two-thirds 
vote of the Synod be received as a member. | 

3. A minister coming from an ecclesiastical body other than ruth 
eran shall, with his application for membership, present satisfactory 
evidence of his ordination and Christian character, as well as his good 


standing in the body with which he was formerly connected, His appli- 


cation and testimonials shall be referred to the Examining Committee, 
who, in colloquium with the applicant, shall ascertain his knowledge 
and acceptance of the Lutheran doctrine and practice, especially the 
doctrinal basis and usages of this Synod vd of the United Lutheran 
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Church in America. If such examination warrant, the Examining Com- 


mittee shall, in each instance, recommend to the Synod the action to be 
taken; and if, on favorable report of the Committee, a two-thirds vote o 
the Syned shall approve, he shall be received as a member of this en 5 


Section 2. Reception of Congregation 


3 congregation desiring admission into the Synod shall sleds 
in the hands of the President a formal application signed by the Secre- 
tary of the Church Council and by the pastor, and shall send a repre- 
sentative to the meeting of the Synod; it shal] submit a copy of its 
constitution, and of its charter, if incorporated. If these are in accord

ARTICLE SEVEN 
MINISTERS AND LICENTIATES | 
Section 1. Ministers | | 


1. Ministerial members of the Synod are those ehh have become 
such by ordination, or by reception from another Synod in accordance 
with, Article Seven of this Constitution. Their membership shall cease 
only by death. by reevlar transfer and reception into another Svnod. by 
process under Article Nine, or on recommendation of the Executive Om.

Boards which are recoenized as competent to make such appointments. 

8. Everv minister shall conform his preaching and teaching to the 
doctrinal basis set forth in Article One. Section 2. 

4. Fverv vastor shall preach the Word. administer the Sects 
ments conform the manner of conductine public worshin to the accented 
practice of the United Lutheran Church in America, usin” such books of 
worshin ard instrvction as have been accerted and annroved bv the 
United Lutheran Church in America; he shall care for the neovle of his 
pastorate as individual< and as congregations in common faith and 
harmonious interests with all other members and congregations of the 
United Lutheran Church in America; give catechetical instruction reg 
uarly; confirm; perform the marriage ceremony in accordance with the 
laws of God and the State: visit and minister to the sick and infirm: 
burv the dead; install regularly elected members of the Church Co" * 
eil. and, with the Council, administer discipline; supervise all school 
and auxiliary organizations of the congrezation, and promote the 2 
building of the Kingdom of our Lord Jesus Christ in the community, in 
the homeland and abroad. He shall seek out and encourage young men

5. The pastor shall keep accurate parochial] records of an 
confirmations, members received by transfer or profession of faith, mem: 
bers dismissed, deceased or excommunicated, together with a roster 
of all communicant members of his pastorate, keeping the record of 
each congregation of his pastorate in a separate book which shall be 
the property of the congrezation; and shall annually report an accurate 
abstract of these statistics to the Synod or to an official appointed by 
the Synod for that purpose, for publication in a Synodical table of Paro- 
chial Reports. A pastor resigning a charge shall file with the Statistician 
a report of the membership statistics of the parochial report blank for 


that portion of the year ending with his resignation from the charge. A 


letter of dismissal to another Synod shall not be granted to those pastors 
leaving this Synod nor shall an installation be performed for these re 
maining within the Synod until such report has been filed. | 


6. No minister shall preach or perform any ministerial act within 
the pastorate of a brother minister, except upon his request, or with 
his consent; nor shall he visit and preach or perform ministerial acts 
in a vacant pastorate except from formal invitation of the Church 
Council, or the consent or appointment of the President of the Synod. © 

7. A clergyman on the roll of Synod not engaged in regular minis- 
terial work for a period of two or more years as defined in paragraphs. 1 


and 2 of this article shall be requested to deposit his ordination papers 


with the President of Synod until such time as he shall desire to resume 
the active office of the ministry, thus conforming to the action of the 
United Lutheran Church in America. The deposit of ordination papers 
shall not be required of clergymen retired from active service becaupe 
of age or prolonged physical illness. 


8. If any minister in good and regular standing th the Syned 
enters a field of labor within some Synod in the same fellowship of faith 
8 this Synod he shall, upon application to the President, be entitled 

to, and the President shall furnish him with, a certificate of honorable 
— but until formally received into membership of tne Synod to 
which he has been dismissed he shall be fullly amenable to this Synod. 


9. It shall be the duty of every pastor, when members of his 
pastorate remove into bounds of another, to urge such members to 
connect themselves with the congregation into whose territory they have 
moved; to notify immediately the pastor of said pastorate of such re- 


moval; and, upon application, to furnish certificate of transfer to such | 


as are entitled to the same. 

10. All ministers of the Synod shall attend all mestings of the 
Synod and Conference to which they belong. In case of unavoidable 
absence the absentee shall send to the Secretary an excuse of his absence; 
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and nothing shal] be — as a valid excuse except the most urgent 
necessity and positive inability to attend. Repeated absence without 
valid excuse shall subject the absentee to discipline. 


Section 2. Licentiates | 
1. In the event that there may arise a lack of ordained e 


available to serve all the pastorates of the Synod or to perform 


special pastoral services that may seem necessary within the bounds of 
Synod, the President, in the name of Synod, may issue a temporary 
license to any candidate for the ministry of the Lutheran Church Who 
receives the approval of the Examining Committee. 

2. Licentiates shall have the authority to perform any and al 
ministerial acts during the period of time specified in their licenses, 
provided that such acts are performed within the bounds of Synod. They 
shall be enrolled as members of Synod for the duration of their licen- 
sure, and shall have all privileges of clerical membership except that 
of holding elective office in Synod. They shall be granted the privilege 
of voice, but denied the right to vote on any matter pertaining to der 
own licensure or ordination. 

3. Licenses will be issued for a definite period of time, and that 
period of time shall be no longer than the licentiate is actually. serving 
in this Synod. Licenses may not be issued for more than one year, but 
they may be renewed as often as the President and the ne 
Committee may deem advisable. 

4. Licentiates shall be subject to the supervision of the President 
of Synod or any other ordained member of Synod to whom the President 
may delegate the responsibility of such supervision. The President 


may, at his own discretion, recall and annul any license at any time. 
The President shall recall the license of any licentiate not actuelly 1 


serving within the bounds of Sypod. 


ARTICLE EIGHT 
THE CONGREGATION 


1. It shall be the duty of the Church Council or Councils of over 


pastorate belonging to the Synod to appoint annually from its commuti- 


cant members in good standing a lay delezate who shall represent the 


pastorate at all meetings of Synod and of Conference and submit his 
report to the pastorate; and the congregation or pastorate shall arrange 
to pay his and their pastor’s expenses incurred by their full attendan~ 
upon such meetings. It may also appoint an alternate to take the plare 
of the regular delegate in his absence. 

2. Every congregation belonging to the Synod, as it has a share 
in all its acts and supervisions, shall comply with the Constitution, By- 
Laws, decisions and recommendations of the Synod and local Conference, 
and conform its public worship and ministrations to the order used 
by the United Lutheran Church in America and approved by the Synod. 
It shall observe and make systematic effort to meet at least the appor- 
tionment for all objects to the Treasurer of Synod, and afford to all its 
members a regular channel of contributions for the benevolent opera- 
tions of the church, the minimum amount being indicated by 8 budget of 
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spportionment by Synod to the congregation. rag 
dfort to pay such amounts into the Synodical Treasury in monthly 
installments. It shall make due and liberal provisions for the ministra- 
tion of the Word and the Sacraments, endeavor to hold at least one 
service every Lord’s Day and see that the pastor is properly supported; 
necessary provision for the promotion of piety in its 
families and for the Christian training of the young. 

3. In ease of vacancy, difficulty or strife in a congregation the 
Church Council shall seek the advice and instruction of the President of 


4. In case of strife or division, should any part of a congregation 
or pastorate belonging to the Synod reject the faith set forth in Article 
One, Section 2, or revolt against the Constitutional provisions or its 
obligations as a member of the Synod, that part of the congregation or 
pastorate, whether majority or minority of its membership, which con- 
lawful congregation or pastorate.

ARTICLE NINE 
DISCIPLINE 
Section 1. Offenses 4 
The offenses for which members of the Synod shall be subject to 


discipline are: 


1. Preaching or teaching doctrine in conflict with the faith — 
forth in Article One, Section 2. 

2. Conduct incompatible with moral purity, or with the character. 
of the ministerial office. 

3. Wilful disregard or violation of the Constitution, authority and 
resolutions of the Synod. 


Section 2. Penalties 


I. The penalties u hich may be imposed upon ministers are: 

1. Private censure and admonition by the President. 

2. Public censure and admonition in any session of | the Synod 
or Conference. 

3. Suspension from the uns tone and office of the ehinibtry tot 
à designated period, or until there is satisfactory evidence of ame 
and amendment. : 

4. Exclusion from membership in the Synod. 

5. Deposition from the ministerial office. 

II. Should any congregation or pastorate 1 to “the Synod 
turn away from the faith set forth in Article One, Section 2, neglect or 
refuse to exercise proper discipline over its members after due admon- 
ition by the President of the Synod; disparage the cause of the Christian 
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Church and the upbringing of the Kingdom of Jesus Christ through ap 


plied benevolences, it shall be excluded from membership in the Synod. 
Section 3. Process Against A Minister , 
A. The Bringing of Charges 4 


1. By a Congregation. If a serious accusation be lodged in writin: 
against a minister before a Church Council by at least six voting 


members of a congregation, unless otherwise provided for by the Con- 


stitution of the Congregation, the Church Council shall confer with 
him about the same and shall endeavor to obviate all just cause of com- 
plaint and to reconcile all parties; nor shall any further steps be taken 
until all proper efforts to this end on the part of the Church Council 
have been exhausted. Ht | | 
If in the judgment of the Church Council a Prima Facie case has 


been made out against the minister, it shall report its findings in writing i 
to the President of the Synod, specifying the charges, which must, how. | 
ever, be found on the prescribed testimony of at least two credible} 
witnesses. If the Church Council shall ignore the accusation, the men- 
bers of the congregation who have brought the charges may in like | 


manner lay them before the President of the Synod. 


If a minister be charged with some specific sin not in the manne | 


aforesaid, but by widespread rumor which is not transient. but which 
continues and strengthens, the Church Council shall endeavor to remove 
the scandal; and if it fails or finds evidence of guilt, it shall at 
report the case to the President of the Synod. 4 


2. By members of the Synod. Three members of the Synod may | 


prefer charges against a minister, but such charges must be specific, in 
writing and signed by them. * 
3. By the President of The Synod. Should the attention of the 
President of the Synod be directed by rumor or complaint to alleged 
offenses on the part of any of its members, he shall immediately investi- 
gate the matter and endeavor to remove any cause for complaint or 
Should he fail in his efforts, or should he deem such action néces- 
sary, he shall appoint a committee of investigation as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 
B. The Preliminary Investigation 
In Cases That May Require A Formal Trial | 
1. If any accusation against a minister of the Synod be lodged with 
the President by a congregation, or by three members of the Synod, he 
shall at once communicate with the accused respecting the matter, and 


if the accused shall desire an investigation, or the nature of the accus® 
tion be such as to call for it, the President shall order such investigation 


by the Conference, or he may appoint a committee for that purpose, 


cite the accused to appear before said committee to answer to the chars*. 

2. When such investigation is appointed, a copy of the complaint 
against the accused shall be furnished him by the President, allowiné 
him not less than ten days between the time of his citation and the time 
appointed for the hearing; and if the accused should refuse or fail to 
appear without presenting adequate reasons why the investigation should 
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be deferred to another time, it shall proceed in the same manner as if 
were present. | 


3. If the findings in such an invstigation show gross Lanunoratity} 
the same shall at once be reported to the President of the Synod, who 
shall immediately suspend him from the office and function of 1 
ministry until his ease has been finally decided by the Synod, 5 


4. If the findings of the investigation show sufficient evidence of 


guilt, besides reporting the case to the President, the Conference of 
committee making the investization shall formulate the charges and 
specifications against the accused and the President of the Synod shell 
furnish a copy of the accused not less than twenty days before the meets 


ing of the Synod, at the same time citing him to . at the sai |

i Synod and the preliminary investigation has shown that a formal tri 

is necessary, the President shall report the matter to the next annual 
meeting of the Synod, or to a special meeting called for the purpose 
and the case shall be referred to a Committee on Discipline consisting 


of not less than seven members. The charges and specifications against 
the accused shall be presented in his presence, if he desire it. The 


d ceused shall have the right and opportunity to be fully heard and to 


call witnesses in his own defense, and may be represented by counsel, 
who, however, shall be members of congregations belonging to the 
Synod. The Committee on Discipline shall hear all relevant testimony 
and shall present its findings to Synod. If the findings be adverse to 
the accused, it shall recommend the penalty to be infllicted. Only those 
shall vote who have not brought the charges in the case. The findinzs 
of the Committee may be adopted and the penalty determined by a 
ma‘ority vote of the Synod; but the accused may appeal from the find- 
ings of the Committee, in which case he shall be tried by the Synod in 
exclusive session, and the method of procedure shall be the same as 
before the Committee on Discipline. In case of such appeal all penalties 
ay be suspended until the case has been tried and en by thy 
Synod. a 

2. When a minister is charged with teaching or . doctrines 
which are in conflict with Article One, Section 2, of this Constitution, 
the Committee on Discipline shall consist entirely of ministers and shall 
reports its findings to the Synod. But the accused may appeal to the 
said Synod against the findings of the committee, in which case the 
Synod shall proceed to try the charges. In acting on the report of the 
Committee on Discipline or in its trial of charges, the Synod shall take 
a vote on two counts; First, is the doctrine specified in conflict with 
Article One, Section 2? Second, is the accused guilty of teaching or 
Preaching such doctrine? The guilt of the accused shall be determined 
only on a two-thirds vote on the first count, and upon a majority vote 
on the second count. The Committee shall then report its decision to the 
Synod, which shall determine the penalty by a majority vote; but the 
mnalty shall not be lens than suspension from the ministry, 
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shall continue until tho hove mute 
cantation of the errors for which he has been suspended. 
3. When the Synod has made full decision in the case of the tra 


of the minister, the President of the Synod shall at once announce the 
decision, whether guilty or not guilty. If guilty the President shal | 
pronounce the sentence in the presence of the body; also, if possible 
in the presence of the person adjudged guilty, and a copy of the sentente 


shall be given him. 


4. If in any case new evidence shall be presented to the President | 


which shall be sufficient in his judgment to warrant a new trial, he 
shall present the evidence to the Synod, and the latter shall decide 
whether the case shall be reopened. When the penalty imposed has been 
greater than that of public or private censure, he shall. at once call a 
special meetinz of the Synod to consider the matter. 

5. The proceedings, in case of discipline, shall not. be published in 
part or in whole before the anal decision is reached ant the result 
officially declared. | 


D. Appeal F rom Congregation Discipline 


The administration of discipline in a congregation is governed by 
the congrezation’s Constitution, but the pastor or member of an 
congregation belonging to Synod may appeal to the Synod from t“ 
disciplinary action of the congregation. All such appeals whether ™ 
the part of the pastor or a member of the congregation must be m+’ 
in writing to the President of the Synod within thirty days after 
action has been taken. A copy of said appeal shall be promptly tran r 
ted by the appellant to the officers of the congregation, nor shal’ 
appeal be entertained unless there is evidence that the same has been 
received by said officers. Upon receiving such appeal the President ot 
the Synod shall refer the matter for investigation and determination 
to the Conference with which the congregation is connnected, or to 4 
special Committee appointed by him. All relevant testimony shall b 
heard in such investigation. The decision or finding of the Conferenc 
shall be reported to the President of the Synod and shall be final u- 
the Synod, at its subsequent meeting, shall determine otherwise. | 


E. Members Under Discipline 

1, No minister or layman while under discipline or sentence of 
suspension shall hold any office in the Synod, or serve as a delegat- 
director or trustee under its appointment; and every committee, board. 
or delegation or body of appointees constituted by the Synod shall see 
to the enforcement of this rule. 

2. It shall also be the duty of all pastors and congregations belong: 
ing to the Synod to respect the disciplinary action of the Synod; and 
for any pastor or conjregation to set aside or disregard any such disci- 
plinary action shall be deemed a violation of order which shall as 
the offender to discipline. 
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ARTICLE TEN 
INCORPORATION AND SEAL 


1. The Synod shall be incorporated. 


2. The Seal of Synod presents an open Bible above which is the

ARTICLE ELEVEN 
CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS AMENDMENT |

5. Everything in any By-Laws, resolution, or enactment! of Synod } 
differing from or in conflict with this constitution is 
and repealed. 


BY-LAWS 
I. General

6. A vacant pastorate shall settle its financial obligations to the 
retiring pastor before electing another, or engazing a stated supply, 
except if in the judgment of the President it shall be deemed otherwise, 

7. In all pastorates composed of two or more congregations theit 
relationships shall not be dissolved without the consent of the Synod. 
In no case shall a pastor be called by any part of a pastorate. or resign 
any part of the pastorate, but in all cases the call and resignation shall 
be a transaction of business qonducted by the Joint Council of the 
Pastorate. 

8. The territory of this Synod shall be divided into three sl 
ence districts to be known as the Eastern, the Southern, and the West- 
ern. It is recommended that at least one meeting of each conference 
be held in the fall of each year. 

9. Every pastor upon accepting a call to a pastorate. within this 
undd shall be installed on the first Sunday of such relationship or as 
soon thereafter as possible. 

10. All papers of special importance to be presented to the 1 
by the President, or otherwise, must be in his hands on or before the 
opening of the Synod to be properly arranged and numbered by the 
Secretary ready to be referred to the proper committee by the President. 

11, When requests for appropriatioons are made from the floor of 
the convention, they shall be referred to the Executive Committee vale 
consideration and report. 

12. The communicant membership basis for Synodical apportion. 
ment shall be the same as that used by the U.L.C.A. in that year.
